knacks and fancy articles that fill the dressing-
room o' our modern belles; sinee today, as cen-
turies ago, Fashlon, with all ita Implements, is
but the secredited accomplice of Nature, nod
serves her best when most sucoessiulty 4 lends
it& aud to complece ina woman's fnce or fzure
what Nuture capricionsly left imperieot,

Our focinl borww beime differont from those of
the dava of Pompell, the posithe n of womsn in
gaciety ¥ also different, nod nocessarily gives
her wuch more Influence. We have hiterary
womecn; they only had, bere and: here, reading
women, like the danghter of Ovid, for instance,
whoes sweetness ol character was not marred
by apy rogularity or harsh, pedantie tone or
spirit, Our literary women, by come unex-
plained conjunction ol personal necds or losses,
sre too oiten too Indiflerent to the graces ol
wonmanhood, and free irom all the sweet necessi
ties of the woman-nature, to be wgrecable To

lease does not seem Lo be the uppermost am-

ition ol their natumie—to be loved and admired
the end of their besc offorts, Tacy have entered
as competitors with men m the world of
Jetiers, nud insist upon sharing the publicity
and the reputation of men. But those women
who are satistied In simply being what wowen
can naturally be, and who, withont tretful scorn
for what they cannot attain, or helpless vanity
in what they feebly imitate, acoept their mere
womaniiness as containing the influlte possi-
bilities of their influence, will tuke interest in
finding out with us the polnts of resemblance
between themselves and thelr sigsers of dead
centuries,

The women of Pomooetl lived o life exclusively
devoted to pleasure. Every demund ol soul
and spirit, every requirement of the intellect,
seams to have been sacridced to achieving a
periect blossoming of the senses, From whal
we are allowed to witness with our eyes, in the
‘pnlntluﬁﬂ and mosaics lately discovered, and,
Irom what we must infer, not an inch ol time
was glven to the soul and its imperions needs,
and no room made for it 1o expand in; but the

hysical lite, the revelry of the flesh, the abso-

ute Intoxication of voluptuousness, tyrannized
over every moment, aud appropnated every hour
of a woman's litc,

We must remember how different 1s our do-
mestic economy trom that ot those dave. We
are nol told that uny ol the problems of that
vexed “Bridget question” diciurbed the placid
ease of the mistresses ol houses. Sorvants
then were slaves, pnd, us such, unquestioning,
willing, competent ministers to the luxurious
habite of wealthy women. Those servants were
skilful weitig maids, tlling around their mis-
tress the double oflice of contidantes and ser
vants, And so admiraby adiusted were the sepa-
rate clements of that system ol home-seryice,
that not one of the servunts interiered with the
work of the other, or mistcok her speoial duty
but rather, by her own punetilions 10 itie and
exactiiude, helped w render each rewurning day
@ day ol untronbled eise, and every hour an hour
ol new delight, to the queen-woman, who thouzht
of nothing elre but how to please her lavorite
admirer,

Then, as now, women used adroit secresy in
making their persons objects of special =Ludy and
critical exammation. l-:wr_\- hine, or murk, or
wrinkle, was atleniively tracked with & jealous
eye, and most ckiltully concealed, Rouges, pow-
der, pa nt, washes, and ointments—all thst art
ever devised and cowbived to 1epuir the destroy
ing touch of tme—was uscd, 8s it iz used now.
Indeed, our Lubins and our Rimmels, with their
yorld-tenowned delicions verlumes aud essences,
Tail to furzish us with such profusion of lucent
oils and wromutic washes as jormed then the
requisites for the tollets of women o! tashion.

¢ olmost value being set on n smooth,
wilky-white, satin-hke skin, it bacame the chiet
endeavor of every woman to preserve her eom-
plexion. To this end, bathing was constant!y
resorted 1o. What nobody ever omits dolng
before leaving the bed-room—the wa hing ol
face and hands—was to the Pompelan woman
not merely a ball bour's or an hour's work, but
was the chiel occupnion of her morning, Soe
bathed 1 ixunously in warm, scented baths o!
asges’ milk, She bathed ] her whole body
wag is Emoothly sol-skinned as the petul of a
flower, and ber hauds, her arms, her hosom, antd
ber limbs were mede supple with excess of lan-
guid renose.

aud the lips, and cheeks, It neccssary, stalued

Roman ladies understood as well onr
women, that the charm of art Is o remaln
nnseen and wnsuspected, Therefore, none bat
thelr own perconul attendan's were nl]nww! neur
them doring the elaborate process ol the tollet
Yet, men would find out; men would know: mon
would gee, what was intended to be 50 well con-
cenled.  All the Roman poets become, by turus,
satitists and censors when wrniting about thelr
women, sod, for page witer page, they write
aboot nowbine else. The charm holds them,
entrances then.

Avother trvait of resemblance oetween the
wilow of fashion m past centaries and fmsbion
0 our own times is the value attached to what
ever wis Jorvign. COreck customs had for the
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Hemane the same faecination which French
jaste and Freneh style have fogns, A Homan
women of fashion refused to use any cosmeile
{hat did not bave a Greck name attached o ik
1 he utmost smbition of the bello of Pompril was
to look like a Greek womsan, to walk llke n
Creek woman, to Hep ke a Greek womun, and
like n Greek woman to enchant mwen with the
seductiveness of lier sensuoun beauty, !

Among the most remarkable of the articles of
luxury which more reoent excavations have

wen 1o the world, are the eoring or jewel-

oxes, vred by wealthy women to keep (helr
adoynments, Some of these Loxes are two feel
high, telling at once that a fortune was irea-
sured withip thair chisollad clrcumference, The
jewels wo mot materiully difier from modern
ones, save in workmanship and desipo. Brace-
lets, rings, ear-rings, gold and pearl ornaments
for the head, buck es for the belt, and clasps to
fasten the flowing oraperies over the shoulder;
these, and the most marvellous of gombe, neck-
Inees, tootbplcks, and even crochet-needlus,
tormed part of the valuables which the Roman
woman of 1ashion considcred ns her own special
property, and upon which her thoughts so
jondly dwelt when she asked hersell:—"How
shatl 1 look ¥

We feel that ghe leoked beautifol, when we
remember what were some of the ornaments she
wort, s&nd low profusely she infroduced the
glitier of gold in ber fulldress costume. The
Romun Ind'es were execssively lond of jewela,
Fearls and precioug stones had lor them the
sume chem which they have for us. When en
grande lcitetle, the lady ot Powpeil covered her
whole person with jewelry, Her luxuriant hair,
her peck, ber shoolders, her bosom, her ankles
and arme and Lands lashed with the imprisoned
fires of the opal, ghittered with gald, or were
encireled with the pale, soft light of the pearl.
It seems that in thi=s particular fashion of weur-
g fewels, the “puiple women” ol Powpeil Llook
the lead, Dignited matrons gt ones adopted th
extravagant 1aste, und the fashionsble paiuters
scon decked thelr divieitios with the new ln-
slgnin,

A nude YVepus, reo

ily Maecavered upon the
walle of Pompot, wetrs p gold bnd around her
hend, two braucelets on each wrist, a long gold
chuln droppivg in her bosom, and ring+ on overy
pnger; thus giviog us another picture of the
rige that prevalled at the fime when, perhapy,
sbhe was panted from some iy living gl or
wonnmn.

It we elpsely compare some particular fashion
of thote remote days with the teshion of our
own time, we shall be su prised ro notice the
slighmess of the diference m toste, Take,
for jnstance, the node of arranging the hair,
Liut butore nll, take the hair itsell, Yes, take
it, tonch W, obmudle it, look at it lone,
till you make sure of its  color. It
fs the very ctlor we sdmire =0 much
1o-day —red hair; bronde hair aud blonds women
were thea a¢ wuch admired, a5 much sought
alter, a8 the cholcest bloude blostoms of our
drawive-rooms of to-dny. S0 great was the pre-
terence given to bloude und yellow and red hair,
that all gorts of toilet artitices were resorted to
to obiain mrom dyiugs and cintmoents the one
c¢olor which pmnters and pocts shill delight to
yleture in thelr sottept dresams of falr womon,
Ve beg purdon ol wll the magnificent Junos
whese black tresses match the night. Hoa they
lived in that carnival of luxary they would, no
aoubt, have done wnat some ol them try 10 do
pow, The would bave used dyes,

The Pompelun women obtained from the Enst
an unguent with which they suinrated their
hair, and then sal for hours in the sun until the
loregn supstance was dried in, and the hair
wis transformed. Sometimes the nrocess took
days to be perfected, and then, It the lady had
#0 large n cirele of sequaintayces that she could
secure no privacy in her city house, she bewook
hersell 1o the country, and remained there till
her halr was made wore silken and more rich
with golden hue.

The mede of dressing the hodr varied as it
viries with us, fashion beipg more of an arbi-
tresstan fasie in that hnportant detail of woman’s
costume, “Rats” aud cushions were skillnlly
adjusted by the slave coyfense ro the hewad of
her s tress, and we find some truces of the
waterfall, Curls ecem to have been the lavorite
style of dressing the bair for a time—corls
thrown back ol the hend and flowing on Lhe
neck, such ns we cill Grecian curls, Wearing
the hairin a lnrge kpot on the =ummit ol the
head, or in short ringlets around the lorehead,
wis algo & mverite mode with the exguisites of
those days of exquisite elegance, ut what
adorned most the hiead of tne Pompelan belle
were the jewelled combs und the fewelled pins
which they used fo fasten their hair. Some of
those are mwarvellously beaotitul—not in eolor
only, bur in poetioal design. Onpe ol thuse pins
lound in Herculaneum, mnd abovt seven or
eight inches long, is surmounted by & Venus
chigelled m gotd; she is twisting her hair, and
lgoks at bersell in a mirror held by Cupid.

Nothing is more patural than that women of
faehion should create a fashion by their simple
preference or tante, just as is done in our days,
And just as paturally, as roon an that fashion
ins lost, by general prevalenee, the distinction
which Is i1 greatest charm, anothier newer one
I tried, diseuseed, aud adopted.  Natural flowers
were a (avorite ornament for the hair, The
Roman belles wore wreaths of flowers—alwaye
fragrant flowers—at their evening entertain-
ments. They aleo wore chuplets of flowers
arotmd (he neck and bosom, #0 as {o mhale the
delheious odor wh'ch, when vielded by the head-
wrenth, must be lo#t to the wearer,  A¥%ingular
fastidioneness forbade all women to appear in
whiic by daylight with flowers upon them,

hoy might not even carey bouquets under legul
penalty,  Wae it becavse they mught bave bheea
congidered ps victima ¥ Thore fMlower-wreathe
and chaplots were woven with exquisite art, and
always intended to be symbolical when sent,
hall withered and yei feagrant, to some bashful
favorite, Freeh Hlowers would not have been
welcomed by the jealous suitor, who loved to
ijmagine that be found sonething of her whom
he adosed tn Lhe (astdrooping and finger eram-
I:lml peinls  which bad mingled with her
WwRNLY, It was als0 the custom to come
plere @ mesesge ol love apd  to fix
a rendexvous by tforwarding efther apples
or ties bitten info. To-day, in the Eagt, Indies
#1ill wear chaplets of orangebio<soms around
their olivesskmued shoulders, and fall aslecp
corereed by the faint, languid odor,

But, with thot sumo passion for beanty in
dress which now, ag then, lies st the vory heart
of o woman's natore, vothlug could be more
unhke our modern female costuma than that ot
the Roman women. Thewr deal was naturad-
ness, and henee genuine benuty ol form. They
did rol wear corsets, nor b d they the remosest
iden of Larrelling up thelr busts with woale
bones or gleel. Next o the skin they wore a
gurment of finest eambrie, very much like the
modern chemise, Then a stralght bavd or scart,
calied stropham, which served to support the
beeom with that grace we so admire in antique
puintings, The makers of that part of 4 woman's
wardrobe were as much patronized by Pompeian
belles as our French corsei-makers are to-day
llnlrm:'{zmi hy women ot elegance. Over that
and wag woin o sortol jacket with long sleeves,
and noade of the tinest white wool,

When ot howe, the tunie ot vered the whole,

and the length of that ample, lowing drapery
meacured somewhat the virtue of the wearer,
for it eecms thnt the “porple women” of those
days preferred to wear their tunies very short,
te ebhow tneir legs laden with bracelets, while
the Roman matrons lengthened the vesture by
a flovnee cmbroidered with eold. The tunic was
faptened mound fhe walst by a be't artistioally
hidden nnder some folds of the tucked-up dra-
pery. For the promenade. women ol fashion
wore a mantle. the benoty ol which was bost
dispiayed by the styie mm which it exposed the
rieht breast, and was thrown over the left
shouliler. Thosemantles were invartably white,
and &0 fine ‘n texcure that the imeorrigible
Petroniue speaks «f them as of “woven wind,"
Faghwuuble Roman women also wore white
kid boots. The “purple women” generally wore
spndals, t0 a8 to let their feet be seen-—ihose
finely shaped, large Romun feet, whieh our mo-
dern taste would admire mwore had they been
smuller,

Extreme cate was bestowed upon the nails of
the feet and bands, There was one special slave
invested with the respon ibility of kecping the
noils of her misiress properly pared, eleaned,
and tinted, Women never wore gloves, vet they
delicately elierighed their hanJds and Hogers,
Toey kept them beautitul, not by idleness alone,
but by 4 variery of cosmetics intended to render
the skin eoft, tmooth, and flowerdike, And as
the custowrs of those day: made the fingers ol
womrn speak eloquently in adroit gesticnlation,
the beauty of the band could not be overlooked,
Horace makes fun of some origiunl wag inde-
pendent enough to cut his own nail, and dis-
prase with the gervices ol barher or slave,

Ip look! it some of the jewels of | ompeli,
one is surprised to bnd how very tond were the
lodies ol the snike forin, and how they pre-
terred having rings and bracelets vepresonting
gerpents,  Gold  serpents were among the
amuletr, more or less decend, that hope rom
necklaces, and were used {o conjure uway dis-
tregsing influences,  Even lyving snakes were
petted by Roman belle:, who emiried them
woend their armes, and, for coolness' sake, even
let then le curhing on their bosoms, For oool-
ness' sake also, il they earry smooth rock-
crystal balls o' their hands, while the slave
fapned thewr heated taces and necks,  After the
Iashion of carrying those erysial bslle had be.
coie 8o universal thut the Alps fuiled to vield a
gnflicient quuntity of orystal, yellow smber was
substituted, Juvenal tells us that the amber
ball wes never s0 mueh prized, and vever so
telicionzs 10 hold, as when ir lssued rasrant-
Yerm fron sbe hnpd of o aiv g,

Faus and paréeols hiad their plice amone the
appurfecnavces of o woman's toilet, and were
considered obi ets of luxury by thelr riasnid-
cence and doliente workmanship, The tdus
were nostly made of very thin pleces o! pre-
c.ovg wood or Ivory, covered all over with the
winttest down ol the raxest of birds,

Well, e have loked long enongh to be made
gad, mto the (rocioetions aud wllles of the
poor bea'lien women who wese smiothered in
the ashes of Pompeil 80 many ago: ago, Thelr
volennic tomb bas preserved all these stlent wit.
nesaen to show how the passions, the ambitions,
the vanities of women are ever the saune, and
how even the trinkets with which they bedeck
themeclves express the sanic uotions 61 beayty,
and vee the rame materials, and alwost the same
